\ (Cxirrently Amended) A method for delivering content to a mobile terminal comprising; 
\ ^ determining a location of the mobile terminal; 
\ defining a locality whose boundaries are determined without referen ce to a geographical 
location of a servicing ba;?e station and without reference to a communicatio n ranpe associated 
with the servicing baae stiition; 

\ associating content providers with the localitv: 

\b) determining a if the locality e acompassin g encompasses the location of the mobile 

accessing content from the content providers b ased on the locality; and 
d)\delivering the content to the mobile terminal. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the locality encompassiDg the mobile terminal is 
determined W: 

a) sending a request to a locality service to associate the location of the mobile terminal 
with a localiw encompassing tlie location of the mobile terminal; 

b) receiving a response from the locality service identifying the locality encompassing the 
location of the! mobile terminal; and 

c) wheffisin the locality service includes a plurality of locations defining geographic areas. 

3. (Original) Tfte method of claim 1 wherein the content is accessed by: 

a) sending a request to a content provider including the locality; and 

b) receivmg the content from the content provider. 

4. (Original) Thelmethod of claim 1 wherein the step of accessing content Is further based on a 
type of content desired by a user of the mobile terminal. 

5. (Original) The inethod of claim 1 wherein the step of accessing content is fiirther based on 
characteristics of a liser of the mobile terminal. 

6. (Original) The meflio^J of claim 1 wherein the locality defines a recognized geographic area. 
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T.Voriginal) The method of claim 1 wherein the locality defines a geographic area about a point 
of presence for a content provider. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the content accessed based on locality relates to a 
point of nresence within the locality. 

9. (Origin^) The method of claim 1 further comprising accessing a profile associated with a 
user of the mobile terminal and wherein the step of accessing the content is fiarther based on 
criteria withiAthe profile such that the criteria further identifies the type of content to access. 

10- (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising accessing a profile associated with a 
point of presenceWth the locality aiid wherein the step of accessing the content is fiirflier based 
on criteria within me profile such that the criteria further identifies the type of content to access. 

1 1 . (Currently Ammded) The method of claim 1 further comprising defining a zone of 
acceptance around thte mobile terminal and whereux determining if the locality encompasses the 
location of the mobileVerminal comprises determining if the zone of acceptance overlaps any 
portion of the locality wherein the looatity e ncompassing tho mobile t e rminal i s d e termin ed-^ 
idontif>Ting a zone of aoo t ytanc e about tho location of the mobile tcmiinol and identifying th e 
locality at loast partially aovoring th e zone of acooptonc e. 

12. (Currently Amended) A system for delivering content to a mobile terminal comprising an 
interface and a control system adapted to: 

a) determine a loc^atjon of the mobile terminal; 

define a locality whode boundaries are determined without reference to a geographical 
location of a servicing ba^e station and without reference to a conununication ranee associated 
with the servicing base station! 

associate content proviaers with the locality: 

b) determine if the a locality encompassing encompasses the location of the mobile 
terminal; 
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f access content from the content providers b ased on the locality; and 
I send the content to the mobile terminal. 




13, (Original) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is further adapted to determine 
the locality lencompassing the mobile terminal by: 

a) scflpding a request to a locality service to associate the location of the mobile terminal 
with a locality encompassing the location of the mobile terminal; 

b) recbiving a response from the locality service identifying the locality encompassing the 
location of the mobile terminal; and 

c) whwein the locality service includes a plurality of locations defining geographic areas, 

14. (Original) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is fiirther adapted to access the 
content by: 

a) sendiik a request to the content provider including the locality; and 

b) receivrng the content from the content provider. 



15, (Original) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is further adapted to access the 
content based on atype of content desired by a user of the mobile terminal. 

1 6. (Original) The Wstem of claim 12 wherein the control system is further adapted to access the 
content based on clmracteristics of a user of the mobile terminal. 

17- (Original) The system of claim 12 wherein the locality defines a i^ecognized geographic area. 

1 8. (Original) The syStem of claim 12 wherein the locality defines a geographic area about a 
point of presence for aWontent provider. 



1 9. (Original) The systeSp of claim 12 wherein the content accessed based on locality relates to a 
point of presence within me locality. 
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20. (Orikinal) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is further adapted to access a 
profile associated with a iiser of the mobile terminal and access the content based on criteria 
witliin the brofile such that the criteria fiirther identifies the type of content to access. 




21. (Original) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is further adapted to access a 
profile associated with a point of presence with the locality and to access the content based on 
criteria withir^ the profile such that the criteria further identifies the type of content to access. 

22. (rnrrftnt^ Amended) The system of claim 12 wherein the control system is adapted to 
define a zone oy acceptance around the mobile terminal and wherein determining if the locality 
encompasses tne location of the mobile terminal comprises determining if the zone of acceptance 
overlaps anv portion of the locality whoroin tho locality e ncompagQing the mobil e terminal is 
dcjtcrmincd by identifying a zone of a eccptonc e about tho looation of th e mobile torminnl and 
idcntif y ^iit g- th e locality at least partially covering th e zon e of acooptan ee. 

23. (Cim^tly Arhended) A computer readable medium with software comprising instructions 
for a computer to: 

a) deteiminfe a location of a mobile terminal; 

defme a locAlitv whose boundaries are determined without reference to a geographical 
location of a servicing base station and without reference to a communication range associated 
with the servicLag base station: 

associate content providers witli the locality; 

b) determine ii^the a locality encompassing encompasses the location of the mobile 
temiinal; 

access contem from the content providers: and 
d) send the contem to the mobile terminal.
